Report of School Board 


The following report is respectfully submitted by the School 
Board of Grantham. 


During the past year the Village school has kept twenty-nine 
weeks and the school in North Grantham, twenty-seven weeks. 

From our own observation we found marked progress in the 
pupils of both schools which speaks well for the conscientious 
service given by all the teachers. 


Miss Maud Mitchell taught the spring term in the North 
Grantham school and Mrs. Mary E. George at the Village school, 
with Mrs. George in the North Grantham school during the fall 
and winter terms and Miss Florence Truell of Enfield, a Normal 
graduate, in the Village school during the fall and winter terms. 


The ladies of the “Good Times Club” of North Grantham 
presented the school there with a new flag and halyards which 
were badly needed. . Owing to the fact that we have not yet been 
able to get any one to raise it for us, its folds are still unfurled in 
the schoolroom. 

It is the ambition of the School Board and should be otf the 
town, to provide as long a term of school as possible, ‘“at least 
thirty weeks” to quote from Mr. H.C. Morrison, State Superin- 
tendent. In order that this may be done and suitable teachers 
employed, we find that a greater amount of school money should 
be provided. 

This caz be done, for to our surprise and regret we find by 
the State Superintendent’s report, Table No. 6, for the year ending 
July 15, 1913, that in only one town in the state is the average 
current expenditure per pupil lower than that in Grantham, and 
our town is placed on the list of twenty-eight towns who main 


ike) 


tain less than thirty weeks school and by figures it 1s shown we 
could do much better. 


These facts may not be pleasant but they are facts that must 
be faced. All should aspire to give the very dest educational 
advantages to the future citizens of our nation-—the children.
